A Heavy Downponr of Bain Damages 


BnntlnK ,'andl Dampens 


Entbnsissm. 


ST. Loiris, July 20.--The rain poured 
down in steady sheets today and served 
to dampen the ardor of the arriving 
populists and silveritea. The gay bunt- 
ing which decorated the entrance to 
the Lindell, the populiit headquarters, 
sagged and flagged And the leaders 
kept closely huddled within the walls. 
Those who were quartered at other 
hotels were slow in venturiitg forth to 
the respective meeting places. Only 
the sergeant at arms and the secretaries 
were active early, arranging the final 
details as to decorations and seats. 


The populists are making extensive 
preparations for the populist press, 
which they expect hwe in force. They 
claim over 2.000 reform papers in vari- 
ous parte of the country and most of 
these papers, they believe, will be rep- 
resented. 


Soine of ità representatives held an 
informal conference late last night. A 
strong sentiment against an equiVocal 
endorsement of the Chicago ticket, 
which might result in the complete 
annihilation of the populistic organiza- 
tion, prevailed. 
The general feeling 
was that the silver forces should be 
united but only in a way that would 
preserve their organization. 


While most of them seemed disposed 
to unite through some plan on Bryan, 
they were bitterly opposed to Sewall 
and some were strongly of the opinion 
that a separate platform should be 
adopted which will include demands 
for many additional reforms. 


A Bolt Probable. 


The belief continues to be generally 
prevalent that a bolt is among the 
strong probabilities of the populist 
convention, whatever the course decid- 
ed upon by the majority. 


The delegates are coostantly arriving 
now, and the larger the orowdrbeoomes, 
the more evident is the intensity of 
feeling over the one question at issua 
This question is whether to endorse 
Bryan and Sewall or to nominate an 
independent ticket. 


In a general way the oontest is be- 
tween the north uid the south. The 
western and northern delegate calls 
himself a populist and the southern 
delegate also refers to himself as a 
populist. Many of the delegates ex- 
press the opinion that they may at no 
distant da? be separate parties. 


The northern men, as a class, con- 
tend that in the endorsement of Bryan 
lies the only hope of making the in- 
fluence of the party felt or of achieving 
praetieal resnlts, while the pouthern 
men, remembering their many contests 
with the democrats ot their section, 
maintain that such « course is utterly 
suicidal 
The feeling is the same 
whether among leaders, or the rank 
and file, the only difierence being that 
the former discuss the issue in commit- 
tee rooms and the latter in the hotel 
corridors. 
Both classes are equally 
earnest and both declare that there is 
but one coune open. 


The crowds are not large, but the 
men are aU very evidently greatly in 
earnest, and any two of opposing views, 
who engage in a controversy, have no 
difficulty in attracting a crowd, any 
number of which is only too glad to 
take up the thread of the discourse of 
his champion. They are all debaters, 
and all well informed in the issues at 
stake. 


The Bryan followers talk split more 
openly than their opponents. 
They 
are perfecting a thorough organization 
and mean to make a strenuous effort to 
secure the endorsement of the domo 
oratic nominee. 
They do not publicly 
admit that there is any possibility that 
they will not be able to control the 
convention, 
but 
privately 
many 
of them say that if they are not in the 
msjority, and if a separate ticket is 
nominated they will walk out of the 
convention and appeal to the people to 
the support of Bryan and Sewall. The 
other crovjrd are more reticient, but the 
feeling is none the less intense. 


ley. 
Hence the choice is between 
McKinley and gold and an abnormally 
high tariff, and Bryan with free silver, 
a tariff for revenue, the income tax and 
other reforms." 


"What is the prospect of his endorse 
ment?" was asked. "I think it good," 
was the reply. "There is a good deal 
of noisy demonstration in the hotel 
corridors in opposition, but it amounts 
to nothing. 


The senator expressed the opinibn 
that whether Bryan was endorsed or 
not, the populist convention would pro- 
mulgate a platform of its own. 


Lawrence J. McFharlin, 
of New 
York, one of the general secretaries of 
the national populist committee, ar- 
rived today. He expressed the opinion 
that Bryan would be nominated, though 
not endorsed, and that an arrangement 
would be reached for an equitable divi- 
sion of electors. 
He thinks the Omaha 
platform will be reaffirmed with the 
addition of a plank endorsing the ini 
tiative and referendum system. 


J. E. Anderson and Dr. Evans, two 
delegates from Iowa, also came in. 
They are for Bryan under certain con- 
ditions, but are not yet prepared to 
wholly commit themselves. 


Senator Jones for Bryan. 


Senator Jones, of Arkansas, chairman 
of the democratic national committee, 
ate early breakfast at the Planters, this 
morning, with Governor Stone and at 
9 o'clock repaired to his parlor to 
receive callers. Scores of cards were in 
his room when he got back to it, and 
he began immediately to have his visi- 
tors ushered in. 
Senator Stewart, of 
Nevada, was one of the first admitted 
and close on the heels of the Nevadan 
followed Col. Thomas Patterson, the 
populist leader of Colorado. 
At 10 
o'clock the prospects were that Senator 
Jones would be engaged all day in 
private conference with populistic lead- 
ers. He said: 


"I hope the populist convention will 
endorse Bryan and Sewall and since I 
arrived here, I have received a good 
deal of encouragement of that hope. 
It occurs tome that everybody who 
believes in the free coinage of silver 
can with perfect good grace and confi- 
dence vote for our nominees and thus 
assure the restoration of bimetallism at 
the earliest possible date." 


Vebrasks'B Statement. 
Some of the members of the Nebras- 
ka delegation, among Ihem Senator 
Allen, t ^ a y prepared the following 
statement: "The Nebraska delegation 
a unit for Bryan. They know him 
well. His life has been a fulfillment 
rather than a mere promise. We know 
his high character and eminent fitness 
for the office of president. He is our 
neighbor and we are not deceived in 
him. If elected he will be the greatest 
man that has occupied the white house 
since the days of Lincoln, and in his 
broad and genuine sympathy ior the 
masses he more nearly resexables Mr. 
Lincoln than any public man we can 
recall. 
The nomination of a third 
ticket would be the exact equivalent 
of a genuine endorsement of McKinley, 
the single gold standard, an abominable 
high tariff tax, continued gold bond 
issues,

possibly for all time. If elected presi- 
dent Mr. Bryan will know no democrat, 
no populist, no republican. There will 
be no stepchildren in his political 
family.

Bryan." 


This enthusiastic statement coming 
from the populists of Bryan's own state 
attracted the most attention. 
The 
Nebraska 
delegation is thoroughly 
organized and is doing missionary work 
among the "middle of the road" popu- 
listsi "We want to show them," said 
Senator Allen, "where the middle of 
the road is."

P O O L R O O M S WILL 
REOPEN. 
Blissonrl I^aw, Under 
Which 
They 
Closed, Declared IJnconstltntlonal. 


KANSAS CITT, July 20.—Under a de- 
cision made by Judge Wofford, of the 
criminal court, gambling on horse races 
outside of the state may be resumed in 
Kansas City. By virtue of this decision 
pool rooms which were closed in 1891, 
when the Stone anti-pool room law 
went into effect, will speedily reopen. 


Judge Wofford held that the law 
which made it a felony to bet or accept 
bets on a race, except on a course where 
the racé is run; is unconstitutional be- 
cause it was special legislation which 
did not bear equally on all citizens. 
Such special legislation is prohibited 
by the state constitution. The decision 
was made in the cases of L. M. Bliter, 
Sam Lewis and Charles Oldham, who 
was arrested for keeping a pool foom.. 


Lawyers say it is the first time the 
constitutionality of the ,law has been 
passed on in this state and that the 
effect of Judge Wofford's decision is to 
throw down the bars to all people who 
wish to sell pools on horse races, and 
that many pool rooms yrill be opened 
as a result of it. 


CLEVELAND'S C L E M E N C Y 


Given to Three Men Who Had Been 
Sentenced to Death. 
WASHIHGTO»,'July 20.—The president 
has commuted to imprisonment for life 
the death sentences imposed upon 
three Texans, John C. Ball, Tom Da- 
vis and Taylor Hickman. They were 
to be hanged September 8th next. 
In 
the case of Ball, the president says 
that while he lias been twice convicted 
of murder, the judge and district at- 
torney both urge the commutation on 
account of the youthful convict, and 
for other cognent reasons. 
Davis and 
Hickman are full blooded Indian boys, 
of thirteen and fourteen years respect- 
ively, without any appreciation of the 
enormity of t|ie brutal and cold blood- 
ed homicide committed by them, and 
in their cases also the judge and dis- 
trict attorney strongly urged the com- 
mutation. 


BOON T O WEARY 
BOARDERS. 
Ohio Han Has an Invention for Cor- 
recting; False Notes of a Piano. 


CINCINNATI, O., July 19 —Dr. S. A. 
Hageman of this city has applied for a 
patent on an invention which promises 
to create a sensation among musicians. 
It is a mechanism to be applied to the 
piano for the purpose of correcting the 
false tones of that instrument, which 
have hitherto been regarded as a neces- 
sary evil. 
The invention makes the 
piano as true as the violin and it 
accomplishes the result by a sort of 
mechanical lingering similar to the 
human fingering on the violin. 
Com- 
petent musicians say the problem has 
been successfully solved. The inventor 
is a half brother of the late Professor 
Swing, of Chicleo.

Most of the 
leading members of the bar of Great 
Britain have been engaged either for 
the prosecution or for the defense.

mate success of the revolutionists, but 
he is of the opinion that the war will 
be prolonged unless the United States 
should interfere. The Spanish force, 
although apparently averse to making 
war except in a desultory way on 
women and children and the aged, is 
nevertheless so formidable in numbers 
that the patriots do not hope to con 
quer except by the 
adoption of a 
Fabian policy. The Cubans are report- 
ed as deadly in earnest and determined 
to drive the Spanish from their shores 
if it is necessary to starve them to re- 
treat by a practical destruction of the 
island. This will mean ruin to many 
millions of property 
belonging to 
Americans. 


International Arbitration. 


The correspondence 
between the 
government of the United States and 
that of Great Britain touching the 
question of. international arbitration, 
made public last week, while failing to 
show an agreement, discloses, neverthe- 
less, a very considerable progress to- 
ward the result and fully justifies the 
hope of ultimate success. As Lord 
Salisbury indicates, the subject is new 
to both nations, and the efifect of its 
operations would be more or less con- 
jectural. But the obvious desire of 
both governments to reach an agree- 
ment, and the fact that on some essen 
tial points there is already complete 
concurrence of views, leaves little doubt 
that the tempering influence of time 
will in the end compass the purpose. 


On the main point of difference, as 
exhibited by the correspondence, Lord 
Salisbury is palpably at fault, and no 
doubt the public sentiment of his 
country will soon bring him to a reali 
zation of that fact. He would have the 
form without the substance, which, in 
the language of Secretary OIney, would 
tend to "bring all arbitrating into con- 
tempt," and consequently would rétard 
rather than advance the enterprise. 
Arbitration.'^to be effective, must be 
entered into with the fixed and prede 
termined purpose to abide by the 
result. Any other eort of arbitration 
is "boy's play" and unworthy 
the 
name. That It is experimental makes 
no difference. An experiment that is 
uncompleted is necessarily unsatisfac- 
tory, and arbitration that is not bind- 
ing on those who participate in it is an 
incomplete eicperiment. 


The failure to arrive at a satisfactory 
conclusion within the time that the 
matter has been under consideration is 
disappointing, but it should not cause 
despair. The great progress of civiliza- 
'tion will soon force all governments 
into the adoption of some euch plan 
for the settlement of 
international 
disputes and the two great English 
speaking nations must lead in the 
march to that result. 
Lord Salisbury 
may be able to delay the consumma- 
tion for a time, but not long. 
The 
intelligent people on both sides of the 
ocean have set their hearts on this 
splendid reform.

l-rogress of thè'Horseless Wagon. 
From a paper by Cleveland. Moifett 
on this subject in McOlure's Magazine 
the following facts aro gathered: At 
this time street railway companies in 
various cities are preparing to use horse- 
less stages to transfer passengers be- 
tween lines of road whose terminals are 
a considerable distance apart. The first 
line of successful horseless stages has 
been established in the west, in Colo- 
rado. Such a line is now in operation 
at Sulpliur Springs in that state. Ab 
Portland, Me., however, there are motor 
bucli board wagons for hire by visitors 
who wich to try this mode of taking 
a carriage ride. 


Hartford, Conn., is using motor fire 
engines and they promise to become 
common in all the cities. The Duryea 
horseless wagon that took first prize in 
the Chicago contest can travel HO miles 
an hour on good roads, as fast as old 
fashioned railway trains could go. This 
wagon is operated by gasoline at a cost 
of about 1 cent for every three miles. 
All these horseless wagons can be driven 
at a cost so fmall as to be scarcely worth 
counting. The greatest difficulty to be 
overcome is the weight of the motor. 
Another trouble is to steer safely and 
easily. 


One point mentioned by Mr. Moffett 
ia of great importance and should be 
generally known. "In spite of the in- 
sistent claims of rival manufacturers it 
seoms to be Kcuerally- admitted by ex- 
perts that no es.scutial or exclusive pat- 
ents are con a c lied oy any one."

The gain in cleanliness, 
sanitary conditions and safety to the 
streets of cities when the motor wagon 
is used for all hauling, heavy and light, 
cannot be computed. No cobblestone 
pavements with their nerve racking din 
will then be necessary. Wood and as- 
phalt paving will answer every purpose.

prince, " "oil king" and "coal baron"

It has been superseded, however, by 
another in which possibly for some time 
to come more wealth will be amassed 
than was the case in the palmy days of 
the Texas steer. The new industry is 
sheep raising. Sheep are crowding the 
cattle off the range, which is growing 
smaller and smaller year by year, as the 
arable land is taken up by agricultm:- 
ista Bitter enmities have sprung up be- 
tween the cattlemen and the sheep pio- 
neeiH, enmities in some cases resulting 
In downright battles, with shooting ac- 
companiment. 


Meanwhile the sheep has nibbled its 
way steadily into the former cow pas- 
tures. It will stay. It requires less jjas- 
tnrage and can live on much less water 
than the beef animal can. 


Wyoming is coming to be the heart 
of the great sheep raising region of the 
west. £^om the neighborhood of»Casper 
alone 8,500,000 pounds of'wool will bo 
shipped as the result of this year's clip. 
The increase of the herds and the^wool

R u s s i a n

When the late Em- 
peror 
Alexander 
III. 
lay 
on 
his 
death bed, we read 
that Father John had been sent for 
acroas the whole length of Russia, to 
administer spiritual consolation, and 
had been present when none others 
save the imperial family were ad- 
mitted. 
Father John's departure for 
Moscow to attend the coronation of the 
young Emperor was chronicled in the 
Russian press in company with that oi 
royal princes and great officials of the 
state. And now that a great calamity 
has saddened the coronation festivities, 
the cable tells us that Father John of 
Cronstadt is comfortipg and blessing 
the mourners as they seek to find their 
dead. 


Father John Is a living illufltration 
of the manner in which a man can rise, 
in the best sense, from the very lowest 
to the very highest class of society in 
a country where most foreigners would 
believe such a thing to be impossible. 
His father was a poor semi-ecclesiasti- 
cal survivor of the church in a small 
village of the Archangel government, 
situated even a little further north than 
Arctic Archangel itself. He was not 
even a clever boy, according to his own 
account, until he prayed with tears for 
enlightenment. 


He received it, rose from the bottom 
to the head of his class, and, what is 
more important for himself and others, 
acquired that fervent belief in prayer 
wherein lies his strength. 


The Rev. Father John was ordained 
to the priesthood 40 years ago last No- 
vember, and appointed to the church in 
Cronstadt of which he Is now the arch- 
priest. From the day of his appoint- 
ment he began to treat Ms poor parish- 
ioners of St. Petersburg's seaport-town 
with'the tender, winning affection born 
of his own experience of hardship and 
poverty. But his chief fame arose from 
his power in prayer, which, as thou- 
sands firmly believe, effects miracles 
in the way of healing soul and body. 


FATHER JOHN. 


The Rev. Father John himself lays 
no claim to any power. He does assert 
that a half hour in feYvent prayer every 
night will suffice to keep a person spir- 
itually healthy and ha^py, even when 
the prayer is forced, in-seasons of cold- 
heartedness. Nevertheless, he has been 
credited with not only cures but the 
power of prophecy. 


The Rev. Father John is in no wise 
remarkable in appearance, except that 
his blue eyes are piercing to a degree, 
and appear to have the power to look 
into one's very soul and read what is 
there. He is a simple, straightforward, 
profoundly devout man, who believes 
ti.nquestionably in the power of prayer. 
His firm faith encourages sufferers. In- 
spires the weak of heart and morals, 
stirs up the rich to give large sums of 
money by which the poor profit, and 
which they would not otherwise give 
at all, in all probabllfty. The Rev. 
Father John himself derives no ad 
vantages from either money or aristo- 
cratic friends. 


He gives without asking whatever 
sum he may happen to have in his 
pocket; or his mode of operation is so 
nearly that that it may fairly be de- 
scribed in these gcr.ci'ai terjis. 
The 
indisputable service which Father John 
renders is that he rouses sluggish 
hearts, souls, consciences to action, 
more or less vigorous; that he puts into 
the sick the desire and courage to live, 
which, as any doctor will admit, is gen- 
\erally half the battle. In that sense, 
he probably does effect many cures, 
whole or partial.

sion was a surprise to the management, 
the crowd bding greater than antici- 
pated, and proves that Fort Wayne as 
an attractive excursion point is equal 
to any of the cities or p easure resorts 
in the state of Indiana.

THE NEW ABLEGATE. 


FALCONIO, WHO MAY SUCCEED SA- 
TOLLI, IS AN AMERICAN. 


A l t h o a g h H e Is an Arohblsbop In Italy, 


H e Studied and Worked I n the United 


States For Many Tears and B e c a m e 
a 


Citizen. 


Archbishop Diomedes Falconio, who 
will succeed Cardinal Satolli, it is rumor- 
ed, as the papal delegate at Washington, is 
an American citizen. Although he is an 
Italian by birth and has been for many 
years in charge of an archdiocese in Italy, 
more than one-third of his life has been 
passed in America, and it was here that he 
obtained the greater part of his education. 


Archbishop Falconia is 56 years old and 
a member of the Reformed Order of Fran- 
ciscans, to which both the pope and Car- 
dinal Satolli t)elong. His clerical career 
has been brilliant and his rise a most 
rapid ona As the papal delegate he would 
be at the head of Roman Catholic affairs in 
this country, having authority even over 
Cardinal Gibbons and serving as the 
spokesman for the pope when that digni- 
tary had. anything to communicate to the 
church here. He would have power to set- 
tle all disputes between .archbishops and 
other church officials and would occupy 
the elaborate quarters In^ashington where 
Cardinal Satolli now resides. Upon the 
confirmation of the delegate Satolli will 
return to Rome, where he will take the 
red hat and assimie the other emblems of 
his ofElce, which he has not yet done.. 


Few prelates have taken such rapid 
strides toward the top as has Archbishop 
Falconio. He was bom In a little town 
Jji the province of Abruzzo, Italy, which 
was in the Franciscan province of St. Ber- 
nardine. At an early age he joined the or- 
der of St Francis, and after three or four 
years of study in the local monastery he 
went to Rome, where he studied for five 
years more. While at Rome the« was a 
call from the minister general of the order 
for mission workers. Among those who 
responded was Father Diomede, as he was 
known then, and Father Anacletus, who 
has reached the head of the order here, and 
who has been a lifelong friend of the arch- 
bishop. The two young men came to this 
country over 80 years ago, neither of 
them Ijeing able to speak a word of Eng- 
lish. They went at once to the Franciscan 
college of St. Bonaventure in Alleghany, 
Cattarau^s county, N. Y., where they 
continued their studies and readily mas- 
tered the English language 
Father Dio- 
mede was ordained a priest and began 
teaching theology there. At the end of 
three years he was made president of the 
institution. 


Both he and F.'.ther Anacletus became 
enthusiastic over America, its institutions 
and government, and both took out natu-

ralization papers at Little FallSj -îî. Y., be- 
coming citizens and voting at state and 
national elections. 


They were both sent as missionary priests 
to Winstead, Conn. After two years of 
work there Father Diomede was sént to 
Harbor Grace, N. F., on a similar errand. 
For ten years he labored ^n that bleak 
country with a good deal o£ success and 
then came back to the United States, 
where for a time he assisted Father Ana- 
cletus in slum missionary work In New 
York city. It was at this time that he 
applied for permission to return to Italy 
that he might visit his aged parents, whom 
he had not seen for 26 years. The request 
was granted, and he sailed, fully expecting 
to return In a few months at the latest. 


While in Italy he was appointed provin- 
cial of the province of the order in St. 
'Bernardine, his native province, axid his 
work was marked with such success that 
he attracted the favorable notice tof the 
minister general 
He had simply applied 
some of his enterprising American meth- 
ods to his new duties. He was appointed 
for a second term, but was again advanced 
and was unanimously elected procurator 
general of a branch of the order known as 
the reforâied Franciscans. 


He had served but three years in his new 
office when he was appointed by the pope 
as bishop of Lacedogna, and in October 
last he was still further honored, by beinir 


cut at the lioaci or two united ¡Ircliaioco'ses, 
with the title of archbishop of Accrcnza 
and MatcEu, Italy. The office is not a titu- 
lar oijo inui-i'ly, hut iiivolvtss tlio direction 
of affairs in t he two diorcsos ns \vell as the 
adininistratiDii <ji the diocese of Lacedogna. 
On acivuint of thcfuj irrciit lienors it was 
thought l\v some, when it wa.s announced 
tliat tlio iireliliishop would succeed Satolli 
as jjapal (.li'legate, that another advance- 
jiieut would not .so .soon follow, but this is 
not a necessary coticlusion. 


Arehisbliop Falconio's rapid rise is un- 
doni)tdedly due largely to his remarkable 
admiaistrativc abilities. 
Ho is a tireless 
worker and un active organizer. 
His 
friends say that lie seems to have a genius 
for bringing order out of disrupted and 
disintegrated dit.cesos, and that he would 
be a particularly eil'ective man for the post 
of ablegate. 


Father Anacletus, who was his intimate 
friend for years, siiys that the archbishop 
l.g a jnan of broiui views, of gentle nature, 
affable and courteous manners, and one 
who Is thoroughly in love with America. 
He will not have t<j be accompanied by an 
interpreter, as was Cardinal Satolli, for 
ho speaks English as fluently and with as 
much eloquence as he does itall,an. It is 
denied that the regular clergy in the Cath- 
olic chiu-ch of this country will protest 
against the appointment on the ground 
that a secular priest, as the members of 
the monastic orders are called, should not 
be set over the regular clergy. 
There al- 
ways have been some slight differences be- 
tween the two branches, but it is doubtful 
if the American archbishops would go to 
the length of objecting to the person whom 
the pope might see St to appoint) as bis 
personal representative.

ST. Louis, July 20 —The rain poured 


down in steady sheets today and served 
to dampen the ardor of the arriving 
populists and silverites. The gay bunt- 
ing which decorated the entrance to 
the Lindell, the populist headquarters, 
sagged and flagged and the leaders 
kept closely huddled within the walls. 
Those who were quartered at other 
hotels were slow in venturing forth to 
the respective meeting places. Only 
the sergeant at arms and the secretaries 
were active early, arranging the final 
details as to decorations and seats. 


The populists are making extensive 


preparations for the populist press, 
which they expect here in force. They 
claim over 2,000 reform papers in vari- 
ous parts of the country and most of 
these papers, they believe, will be rep- 
resented. 


Some of its representatives held an 


informal conference late last night. A 
strong sentiment against an equivocal 
endorsement of the Chicago ticket, 
which might result in the complete 
annihilation of the populistic organiza- 
tion, prevailed.

.The belief continues to be generally

less, a very considerable progress to- 
ward the result and fully justifies the 
hope of ultimate success. As Lord 
Salisbury indicates, the subject is new 
to both nations, and tho effect of its 
operations would be more or lees con- 
jectural. 
But the obvjous desire of 


both governments to reach an agree- 
ment, and the fact that on some essen- 
tial points there is already 
complete 


concurrence of views, leaves little doubt 
that the tempering influence of time 
will in the end compnsa the purpose. 


On tho main point of difference, as 


exhibited by the correspondence, lord 
Salisbury is palpably at fault, and no 
doubt the public sentiment of hia 
country will soon bring him to a reali- 
zation of that fact. He would nave the 
form without the substance, -which, in 
the language of Secretary Olney, would 
tend to "bring all arbitrating into con- 
tempt," and consequently -would retard 
rather than advance the enterprise. 
Arbitration, to be effective, must be 
entered into with the fixed and prede-

Father John's departure for 
Moscow to attend the coronation of the 
young Emperor was chronicled In the 
Russian press in company with that of 
[•oyal princes and great officials of the 
siate. And now that a great calamity 
has saddened the coronation festivities, 
the cable tells us that Father John of 
Cronstadt is comforting and blessing 
the moui ners as they seek to find their 
dead. 


Father John is a living illustration 


of the manner In which a man can rise, 
In the best sense, from the very lowest 
to the very highest class of society in 
a country where most foreigners would 
believe such a thing to be impossible. 
His father was a poor semi-ecclesiasti- 
cal biirviror of the church In a small 
village of the Archangel government, 
situated even a little further north than 
Arctic Archangel itself. He was not 
even a clever boy, according to his own 
account, until he prayed with tears for 
enlightenment. 


He received It, rose from the bottom 


to thc head of his class, and, what Is 
more important for himself and others, 
acquired that fervent belief In prayer 
whviein lies his strength. 


The Rev. Father John was ordained 


to the priesthood 40 years ago last No- 
vember, and appointed to the church In 
Cronstadt of which he Is now the arch- 
priest. From the day of his appoint- 
ment he began to treat Ms poor parish- 
ioners of St. Petersburg's seaport town 
with tho tender, winning affection born 
of his own experience of hardship and 
poverty. But his chief fame arose from 
his power in prayer, which, as thou- 
sands firmly believe, effects miracles 
in the way of healing soul and body.

Arclilnsliop Dionicilcs Fulconlo, who 


will Hiiccectl Canllnul Aitolli, It Is rumor- 
e*l, «s tho iwjMil delegate ut Washington, is 
ou American citizen. Although ho is nn 
Italian by birth nnrt lius been for Kinuy 


u-a in charge of an utvhilloccas In Italy, 


nioro than one-third of his llfo 1ms JKHTI 


ssoil in America, and it was here that lie 


obtained tho ^n-ater [uirt of his education. 


Archbishop Fnlconlu is 55 ywir:) old and 


a member of tho ltcforiui.il Onlnr of Fran- 
clscivns, to which both the pope fttul Car- 
dinal Satolll belong. Ills clerical carver 
has been brilliant mid his r!?o n must 
rapid ona As the I«»IKI! delcifatc lie would 
be at the, head of UomanC'athoUenlYairs In 
this country, having authority even over 
Cartlinal Gibbons and serving as the 
spokcsnmn for the popo wliun that illgui- 
tisry had anything to communicate to the 
church hero, lie, would have jmver to set - 
tlo all disputes between an.'hbishops and 
other church oflleials and would occupy 
the elaborate quarters in Wiishlngton when1 
Caitlinal Satolli now resiiles. Upon the 
continuation of the delepito Satolli will 
rvturn to Uome, where ho will kiko tho 
red hat and assume the other emblems of 
his office, which lie has not yet done. 


Few prelates have taken such rapid 


strides toward the top as hiis Archbishop 
Faleonlo, Ho was l«>rn iu a little town 
in tho province, of Alirnxzu, Italy, which 
was In tho Franciscan province <>f St. Hisr- 
uardine. At an early iige lie joined the nr- 
der of St. Francis, and after tlux-e or four 
ye;irs of study in tho local monastery ho 
went to Koine, where ho studied for five 
years more. While at Komu tliuro was n 
call from tho minister general of the order 
for mission workers. Ainontj those who 
responded was Father Diomedc, OH ho was 
known then, mid Father Anacletus, who 
has reachixl the head of tho order here, and 
who has boon n lifelong friend of tho arch- 
bishop. Tho two young men mime to this 
country over 80 years ago, neither of 
them lieing able to s(>cak u word of Eng- 
lish. They went at once to the Franciscan 
college of St. Jionaventuro In Allejrhany, 


ttaniugttf county, N. Y., where they 


continued their studies and readily mas- 
tered the English langunp.1. 1'ather Dio- 
mode wits onlatnetl « priest and liegan 
teaching theoloj/y there. At the end of 
three- years ho was made president of the 
institution.

While In Italy ho was appointed provin- 


cial of tho province of the order in St. 
Berimrdinc, his native province, and his 
work was marked with such success that 
lie attracted the favorable notice of the 
minister general. Ho had simply applied 
somo of his enterprising American meth- 
ods to his new duties. He was appointed 
'or a second term, hut WHS again advanced 
and was unanimously elected procurator 
general of u branch of the order known as 
the reformed Franciscans. 


Ho had served but three years In his now 


office when he was appointed by the JKipe 
as bishop of Ijacedogcn, and In October 
last ho was still further honored by bciiijf
